OVER 300,000 DQGS LICENSED 


Hairisburg, Pa., April 15.—More] 


than 300.000 dogs have been licens-i 
ed in the State this year up to March! 
1, according to a report made to F ! 
P. Willits, secretary of the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Agriculture, by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. The 
records show 65,000 more dogs were 
licensed during the first two months 
of 1924 than during the stme period 
last year. Dogs tagged so far 
this 


year exceed the total nurn'ber licens- 
ed during 1921, when dog licensure 
work was under county supervision. 


Dr. T. E. Munce, director of the 


Bureau of Animal Industry, said the 
figures indicate that owners are pay- 
ing more attention to licensing their 
dogs and are not taking he chance 
of paying fines and costs for failure 
to observe the dog law. He announc- 
ed agents of the Bureau are actively 
enforcing the law in all sections of 
the State.

power of 10 per cent or greater. Among 
the beneficiaries there are 45,000 suf- 
fering from some form of tuberculosis, 
who either have or are receiving 
through the bureau hospital treatment 
or compensation, or both. The tuber- 
culosis patients form one of the great 
outstanding groups of the disabled.
